Plain seemed as pleased as 
punch with the 1976 budget. 
anda municipal mill rate 
increase of only two points 
to 56.48 over last year. 

The conference was held 
after the council had set its 
budget for 1976 of $5,067,- 
932, up $799,966 or 18.7 
percent from 1975. 

But although St. Albert 
has this year increased the 
mill rate by only two mills, 
or an extra $16 on St. 
Albertan’s tax bills, Mayor 
Plain was not pleased that 
St. Albert Catholic School 
District #3 supporters will 
see their school taxes up 
almost five times more than 
supporters of the Protest- 
ant separate school board. 


Big Lake 
Park 
Slated 


The Big Lake area could 
become the site of a huge 
park catering for the re- 
creational needs of 500,000 
people in the Edmonton 
metro area. 

St. Albert has informed 
the Minister of Parks, Re- 
creation and Wildlife, Hon. 
Al Adair about the project 
which will mean that Big 
Lake’s water level will have 
to be raised by the De- 
partment of the Environ- 
ment. 


This means that the 
average ratepayer for Dis- 
trict #3 will experience a 
$46 a year increase. But the 
taxpayers of that district 
enjoyed a reduction last 
year and so this year’s raise 
means taxes are at the 
same levels they were in 
1974, 

The Catholic board is 
getting $574,176 from St. 
Albert supporters, a 57.2 
percent hike over last 
year's $365,224, to 27.78 
mills; the Protestant Board 
raised its requisition to 
$665,718, an increase of 
10.7 percent from $601,180 
in 197S. This represents 
only a .7 mill hike to 19.09 
mills. 

One millis worth about 
$56,000 in revenue. 

Talking about the 41 
percent increase in taxes 
for #3 supporters, Mayor 
Plain said the board had 
had serious deficit pro- 
blems and later added that 
the concern over the tax 
hike would be felt in the 
upcoming school board 


election for chairman. 

‘Residents will say per- 
haps I'm rather indiffer- 
ent.. I (the resident) may 
look to another board to pay 
my taxes to,'’ Mayor Plain 
stated at the press con- 
ference. 


UPS AND DOWNS 


St. Albert is faced with 
higher costs for most 
services this year; the only 
item which has been pared 
back is transportation ser- 
vices (roads and streets) 
down 11.5 percent this year 
to $778,743 from $880,057 
last year. 

Administration costs are 
up 14.8 percent to $624,657 
police and fire protection 
show the greatest increase, 
up 43.8 percent from 
$674,030 to $968,933, and 
planning services are up 
next highest - at 38.5 
percent from $162,440 to 
$175,172. Then recreation 
and cultural services in- 
cluding parks are up 17.3

St. Albert RCMP. said 
Monday there was a break-in 
at the J. R. Torrance 
residence at 127 Morgan 
Crescent between 7 p.m., 
April 23 and 1 a.m. the 
following day. 

The other break-in took 
place at 8 Sterling Street, 
April 23, between 8:15 a.m. 
and 3:30 p.m. 

Entry was gained to the 
Torrance home by forcing the 
backdoor open, The thief or 
thieves took $250 in quarters, 
nickels and pennies from a 
desk drawer. Also missing 
from the house are an 
Austrian and Dutch gold coin 
ring, and a small set of 
wedding rings, gold with 
small diamonds. 

A man’s gold bracelet with 
the name J. R. Torrance 
engraved on it is also miss- 


ing, and a lady’s black fold- 
ing wallet. 

The wallet contained an 
unknown amount of cash, 
credit cards, a driver’s li- 
cence with the name of Mrs.

BACK TO THE BUDGET 


Going back to the bud- 
get, town officials say the 
increase in the taxable 
assessment over 1975 of 
11.3 percent has helped in 
absorbing most of the im- 
pact that would have fallen 
on the existing taxpayer if 
that growth had not occ- 
urred, 

Even though the mill rate 
has only increased by two 
points, “catch up” is still in 
progress and St. Albert will 
maintain efforts to see it 
gets a fair share of pro- 
vincial grants to maintain 
the level of town services 
which have to be provided. 

Given an average ass- 
essment of $8,000 for both 
Catholic and Protestant 
school system supporters, 
total taxes for Catholics will 
be $676, an increase of 
$81.52 from last year. 
District #6 supporters taxes 
are $606.48, an increase of 
$17.36 from last year. 


The total budget this 
year for St. Albert, in- 
cluding the cost of running 
the library, and school 
districts #3 and #6 is 
$6,307,826. This works out 
to a total mill rate for 
District #3 supporters of 
84.5 and 75.81 for District 
#6 supporters. 


TOTAL ASSESSMENT 


St. Albert’s total taxable 
assessment for 1976 is 
$56,098,715, compared to 
the 1975 figure of $50,324,- 
975. 

This represents an in- 
crease of 11.3 over the 
previous year. 

This year St. Albert town 
officials estimate $70,000 
taxes will be collected from 
the supplementary assess- 
ment, up $5,000 from last 
year. 

Broken down further, St. 
Albert’s total assessment 
represents a residential tax 
base of $52,739,135, a 
commercial tax base of 
$2,351,060 and an indus- 
trial base of $358,660. 
Farmland adds $97,500 to 
the total assessment and 
another $552,360 comes in 
special assessments like 
pipelines. 

This compares with a 
residential tax base of 
$47,138,965 last year, a 
commercial base of $2,- 
342,770, industrial %$307,- 
920, farm land $44,000 and 
special $430,970.

At a press conference in 
St. Albert, April 21, Mayor 
Dick Plain seemed enthus- 
iastic about the. project, 
saying it would be an attrac- 
tive development. Rapid 
transit would be tied into the 
facility and the mayor also 
suggested the raised lake 
could be used for the rowing 
events in the Commonwealth 
Games in 1978, 

Once the level of the lake 
is raised, it could be used as 
a water treatment facility for 
St. Albert and surrounding 
municipalities, and the erec- 
tion of a small dam would 


help flood control. 

There would be obvious 
advantages to those people 
living in the Edmonton area; 
they would have ‘‘access to 
recreational pursuits similar 

to those enjoyed by 
Canadiams near the Great 
Lakes, at a minimum outlay 
in terms of time, trans- 
portation and accommoda- 
tion expenses,” 

St. Albert would like to get 
the ball rolling on the Big 
Lake project, so that a study 
on it can be completed before 
next year’s budget.

To prevent harm coming to 
children, there should ideally 
be a Block Parent sign in 
every window. If 2 child feels 
threatened and is away from 
home, he or she can run to 
the nearest Block Parent 
home which the child should 
have memorized. 

To become a Block Parent 
all you have to do is pick up 
an application form at the 
library or the RCMP station 
in St. Albert. After the 
application form is filled, it 
should be mailed to the Block 
Parent Program, St. Albert, 
or Constable Ross Gilmore, 
of the town RCMP Detach- 
ment.

to labour peace 


Two staternents coming out of the 1971 and 1974 Triennial 
Convention of the Canadian Union of Postal Workers have a 
number of serious implications for Canadians. 


‘*Our Union,’’ declared the 1971 convention [as reported in 
the Canadian Magazine Saturday night] ‘‘does not. exist to 
run an efficient postal service; that is the boss’s job. Our 
union exists to look after the welfare of the membership.”’ 


Those two statements surely contradict each other. What 
worker wants to be told that he or she is not responsible for 
doing a good job - cannot in fact take pride in being efficient 
- because a union says that is no concern of a worker. In 
taking such a position a union in fact attempts to take away 
from its members a basic desire of people to feel that in their 
chosen work they are making a truly worthwhile 
contribution. 


One is reminded of brick-layers union bosses telling men 
who were proud of their skill in being able to skilfully put in 
place a large number of bricks per day that they must not do 
so. The union heads enforced a regulation that a man can lay 
only so many bricks per day. And management must pay 
every worker, by category, regardless of his competence, 
the same wages. 


With such tactics unions destroy the iniative and reduce the 
competence of their members. Productivity decreases and 
the whole economy suffers. 


In 1974 the Quebec delegation at the Postal Workers 
Convention stated ‘‘You can’t maintain a proper adversary 
relationship with management if you spend time eating, 
drinking and talking with your opponent. 


Here again Canadians face a potentially dangerous situation 
- be they union members, managers, or consumers. If union 
bosses, to perpetuate their own well heeled positions, can 
convince workers that they must consider their employers as 
‘‘opponents’’ how are labour relations to be improved? 


Canada’s record of lost man-hours through strikes last year 
was the worst in the Western world. Such loss of 
productivity cost every Canadian dearly - except perhaps the 
union bosses. 


No one can deny that unions have done an excellent job in 
improving the lot of working Canadians over the years - 
including the lot of postal employees, which needed 
improving. 


But surely union bosses go too far when they say that unions 
do not exist to give efficient service, and that their role is to 
maintain an ADVERSARY relationship with employers. 


Such attitudes can only lead to continued strife between 
labour and management, which this country can ill afford. 
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ambulance 


Several weeks ago the St. 
Albert Town Council receiv- 
ed a report on ambulance 
services for St. Albert. The 
first recommendation of the 
report is ‘‘that St. Albert 
establish a 24-hour fully 
manned paramedic level of 
emergency care service for 
the benefit of its citizens.”’ 

Council has received a 
great deal of input regarding 
the need for reliable ambu- 
lance service for St. Albert. 
The service is close at hand, 
but what type of service do 
St. Albert residents favour? 
This question will be asked in 
the June census. 

I support a fully manned 
24-hour paramedic ambu- 
lance service for St. Albert. 


No one wishes to use an 
ambulance service, but if you 
or your family need one, I 
favour a class one service - 
equipped and manned to 
begin treatment before arri- 
val at an emergency de- 
partment. 

This type of service is 
more costly to operate than 
the common minimally equi- 
pped ambulance, but the 
long term economic benefits 
are usually impossible to 
determine. If such a service 
can save just one life, ease 
suffering, reduce hospital 
confinement and loss of work 
days, the benefits are not a 
dollars and ants measure- 
ment. Maybe the greatest 
advantage is the knowledge 


A sound will be missing

A quite magnificent, if not quite mighty, sound will likely be 
missing in Edmonton’s Jubilee Auditorium next music 
season with the paring back of the 120 voice Edmonton 
Symphony Chorus to about 65 voices announced this week. 


This is a sad, though not totally unexpected development, 
and the bigger chorus will no doubt be missed by 
enthusiastic Edmonton and St. Albert music fans, some of 
whom actually had the pleasure of singing with the 
expanded chorus. 


The Edmonton Symphony Chorus has shown steady 
progress over the past two seasons, tackling such hefty 
works as Orff’s ‘‘Carmina Burana,’’ and the Brahms 
‘*Requiem”’ with an artistic credibility which belied the 
limited resources of the group. 


Next November, Edmonton would have been feted with the 
great and apocalyptic sound of the Verdi ‘‘Requiem,’’ 
famous for the great ‘‘Dies Lrae,’’ [Day of Wrath] and its 
terrifying scenario of a world being dissolved in ashes 
before the great day of judgement. 


It will likely be 2 great many years before Edmonton is as 
close to hearing such a mighty work sung by local talent. 


But Mr. Verdi did not write the Requiem for a chorus which 
was still finding its feet numerically. And a double chorus 
later in the work would have stretched the resources of one 
section of the chorus almost to breaking point. However it 
seems sad that the powers that be did not see fit to try and 
recruit at least 20 extra voices over the summer to make sure 
of the Verdi performance. Instead they have preferred the 
opposite track and decided to cut the chorus by half. 


There has been the criticism that the Chorus had been 
allowed to grow through sacrificing quality. But this hardly 
seems to be borne out by the facts. In the last work the 
Chorus sang, the Brahms ‘‘Requiem,’’ they received very 
favourable criticism. Local critic Keith Ashwell of the 
Journal described their enunciation as excellent and 
‘*blamed’’ assistant conductor John Barnum for 
‘‘assembling a chorus that attacks courageously, that listens 
while it sings, that responds to delicate shading directions.”’ 


Mr. Ashwell also pointed out that Mr, Barnum had put 
together a ‘‘beautifully melodious alto section” and praised 
the bassesinthe Brahms ‘‘Requiem”’ for holding the 
mighty C Major Fugue ‘‘magnificently,”’ 


With that kind of achievement in evidence, the “‘axing’’ of 
the chorus rather than the cherishing of a fine human and 
cultural resource seems short sighted, 


Apparently there are no financial reasons for the paring 
back of the chorus, and members gave of their time at no 
cost to anyone. 


Ten or 20 years ago, the Edmonton Symphony Orchestra 
would not have compared with the present virtuoso 
ensemble led by Pierre Hetu. But it was given the chance to 
reach the heights it has now shown itself capable of hitting. 


A pity the same largesse could not have been shown the 
Edmonton Symphony Chorus, a fledgling which was 
beginning to flap its wings healthily, and sing with full 
throated, if not always voluminous sound. 
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and security of knowing the 
service is available even if 
you should never use it.

**While further substantial 
increases in the price of 
crude oil would no doubt 
have adverse short-term 
effects on both inflation and 
economic growth, and would, 
of course, raise energy input 
costs throughout the econ- 
omy, further price increases 
are believed to be in the best 
interest of the major oil and 
gas producing provinces, 
whose energy resources have 
begun to shrink.’’ 

Another important con- 
sideration is Canada’s de- 
teriorating balance of trade 
in mineral fuels as oil, and, 
later, natural gas exports are 
phased out. Canada is now a 
net importer of oil and the 
balance of trade in mineral 
fuels will deteriorate by 
about $500 million this year 
to a surplus of about $550 
million, despite sharply hi- 
gher natural gas export 
prices. By the early 1980's, 
when much less oil and gas 
will be exported, net pay- 
ments for imported oil will 
probably amount to $3 to $4 
billion per year. 

The life index of Canada’s 
oil and natural gas reserves 
will have peaked in 1976 and 
will decline sharply there- 
after unless massive efforts 
are made to find, develop 


and bring to market new 
supplies of oil and gas. 
Governments can both ease 
the transition to higher oil 
and gas prices and encour- 
age increased exploration 
and development of oil and 
gs by accepting a smaller 
proportion of oil and gas 
revenues, provided that the 
funds foregone by govern- 
ments are used for ex- 
ploration purposes.

banners decorate Habitat 


The thought of making a 
2400-square yard dropped 
ceiling for an aircraft hangar 
out of patchwork scraps 
doesn’t daunt Evelyn Roth 
and her happy band of rag- 
pickers who are working at 
Habitat Forum site in Van- 
couver. 

Habitat Forum, a non- 
governmental _conference- 
exposition, starts May 27 and 
runs parallel to Habitat: 
United Nations Conference 
on Human Settlements, May 
31 - June 11. 

She and 10 co-artists are 
decorating a total of 5000 to 
5000 square yards of ceiling 
and walls and windows in the 
drab grey hangars at the 
Jericho beach site. 

Already in Forum’s design 
department schools of fish 
drift through multi-green 
seas; a Canada goose flies 
against a background of 
maroon mountains and a 
giant yellow and orange sun; 
a killer whale leaps in purple 
sea and an eagle perches on 
a bare-branched tree. The 
huge banners will be used as 
room dividers and for de- 
coration in the huge hangars 
to be used for the confer- 
ence. 

Roth and her co-artists get 
most of their materials from 
B.C. Wiping Cloth, where 
mountains of the brilliant 
nylon are heaped to the 
ceiling. 

‘We literally have to climb 
up and paw through the 
heap,’’ says Roth. *‘Often 
the colors we want are in the 
middle of the pile. It’s fun.’’ 

The fabric costs eight 
cents a yard, and its semi- 
transparency lets light thr- 
ough the hangings, to create 
an almost stained-glass qua- 
lity. 

Kirsty Babcock and Mar- 
ion Denny are doing an ‘‘en- 
dangered underwater spe- 
cies’’ series. Sharon Half- 
night and Karen Gomes are 
reproducing the B.C. land- 
scape, all the way from 
northern lights in the north 
\o a totem pole in the south, 
with polar bears, seals, 
geese, sun and mountains 
between. 

The patchwork ceiling will 
be in Hangar Five, to create 
atmosphere for an amphi- 
theatre for 2000 to 3000 
people. They are thinking 
about making itin a north- 
west coast Indian design. In 
Hangar 7, a dropped ceiling 
willalso be fabricated and all 
the walls covered. Five 
hangars in all will be decora- 
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ted and smaller banners will 
be strung between the hang- 
ars,

Beginner farmers may find 
themselves in difficulties if 
they go too deeply into debt 
to buy land. 

The present price of farm- 
land is considered to be high 
in relation to the expected 
increase in net farm income. 

Production costs are in- 
creasing faster than farm 
produce prices. 

An Alberta Agriculture 
official points out there are 
strong indications the num- 
ber of acres being traded will 
drop this year because of 
lower rates of increase in the 
net farm income and rela- 
tively high land prices. 

The decrease in the num- 
ber of acres traded does not 
mean the price of farmland 
will be lower this year than it 
was last. 

Since 1973 about 3.1 
million acres of farmland 
have been traded in Alberta 
each year. Rate of change in 
the volume of land traded 
has tended to follow changes 
in net farm income, while the 
change in the selling price of 
farmland seems to have been 


governed by the rapidly 
escalating inflation rate.

Morinville’s Annual Sportsman Supper folded due to a 
lack of response. And that’s good, because any community 
project should be ultimately answerable to that community, 
and if there is little or no support for an activity it should not 
be foisted off on the public regardless of how well 
intentioned it may be, how dedicated the volunteers 
involved are. 

However along the right of approval or disapproval comes 
the responsibility of active involvement and counter 
proposal. The Sportsman’s Supper, as good or bad as it may 
have been, generated greatly needed revenue for our 
recreational facilities. It also represented the only 
contribution that many made to their community and 
therefore deserves this which will perhaps cause it to be 
replaced with some new and more palatable function. 

Perhaps the present agricultural members are to blame 
for insufficient publicity; perhaps the provincial government 
for their zealous ban on public advertisement of this type of 
activity is responsible. 

But regardless of the reason for the failure of this 
function, the important thing for the people in our 
community to realize is that our recreational facilities must 
be paid for; that living in and using the facilities of the 
community constitutes acceptance of the responsibility for 
support of these facilities. 

If old schemes of support are no longer applicable new 
ones must be found, for if they are not these facilities simply 
will not operate, or they will operate under the authority of 
local government which will only mean support by public 
treasury which can be a whole lot more unpalatable than 2

Challenge to 


rapegrowers 


This year’s Canadian 
rapeseed acreage is forecast 
to be 43 percent lower than 
last year, which will make it 
the smallest acreage planted 
since 1969. 

So the challenge for Cana- 
dian rapeseed growers is to 
compensate for the reduced 
number of rapeseed acres 
this year by doubling the 
average yield in the prairie 
provinces. 

The fact there is a strong 
demand for wheat, which is 


attractively priced and has 
fewer production problems is 
more than likely responsible 
for this situation. 

Instability in the acreage 
allotted to rapeseed each 
year is causing serious 
concern to overseas custo- 
mers, particularly Japan, 
Canada’s most constant buy- 
er. Instability in acreage is 
also causing concern to dom- 
estic crushers who are 
increasing in numbers.
